Now for one of the last installments 
in the 501(c)(3) series. What's that 
old expression: “for every silver 
cloud there's a dark lining"? Or 
was it "you can't have your pie and 
keep it too"? Whatever. So it 
goes with the 501(c)(3) stuff. For 
all the good things it could bring 
us, there's some costs and work 
associated with it, 


Forming the corporation. For us, 
part of that work is already done. 
We have a set of bylaws, articles of 
incorporation and a board of 
directors, But the first of these 
documents were done over 30 
years ago, and probably without 
the intention of forming a 501(c)(3) 
corporation, if that tax status 
existed 30 years ago, What we 
don't have, though, are documents 
designed to recognize us as a 
501(c)(3) corporation. In other 
words, we'd have to modify parts 
of those documents to show our 
intention to be a nonprofit, 


corporation as defined by law, 
explicitly mentioning that we're 
incorporating for tax exempt 
purposes. 


Money. It'll cost us some money to 
do this. The federal government 
charges a $465 application fee. 1 
don't know yet if we'd have to pay 
the state to "re-incorporate". The 
normal incorporation fee in 
Colorado is $50. I do know we 
can change our bylaws or articles, 
but I don't know if there's any 
cost to refile the articles with the 
state. Nevertheless, $465 is 
relatively small compared to the 
possible returns, grants, etc we 
could receive, 


Time. According to a chamber of 
commerce handout, it takes about 
fifteen months to incorporate, And 
the IRS could (likely) need more 
information from us during that 15- 
month period. The exact 
information that they require is 
unknown right now. Ihave sent 
away for some of the forms to see 
what they want to know. 


T've eluded to forms, and that's 
probably one of the biggest 
obstacles to many organizations: 
keeping records that are worthy of 
IRS scrutiny. What happens fifteen 
months down the road? Who will 
be the treasurer at the time? Of 
course, that'll be part of the 
treasurer's duties, so it wouldn't 

be a matter of whether the 
treasurer wants to do it or not 
Instead it'll be a matter of who 
wants to volunteer to be treasurer. 
Or the secretary, or any other 
board member for that matter. 


Getting things started in the club. 
There are two schools of thought 
on this. First, since the board is 
responsible for the business 
activities of the club, and since the 
board will be doing practically all 
the work related to the change 
caused by the 501(c)(3), one 
thought is that the decision to 

‘go 501(c)(3) or not should be made 
by the board. The $465 application 
fee is below the maximum amount 
that the board can spend without 
member approval, so the board has 
the power to spend $465 without 
member approval. 


The other thought is that the club 
members should vote to apply or 
not. I mentioned that the bylaws 
and articles will have to be 
modified. Those modifications will 
require a 2/3 majority vote of the 
club members. So there's no sense 
in the board doing any kind of a 
vote unless it's clear that the rest of 
the club members are going to 
approve the changes, It's going to 
have to be a club decision right 
from the start. We'd likely take 

a vote on whether to proceed with 
the application process, and then 
propose amendments to the bylaws 
and articles, Note that these 
changes should have no effect on 
the normal club activities 
(meetings, Field Day, picnic, public 
service). But they will affect the 
way the club conducts the board 
business and the compliance with 
more rules than we've ever had to 
deal with before. 


In many ways, forming a 501(c)(3) 
corporation is much easier if it's 
done as the club is incorporating, 
Waiting thirty years is more 
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difficult, because now there's 200+ 
people involved, instead of a 
smaller group of people the 

size of a board of directors, But it 
can be done with an organization of 
any size if enough people are 
interested it, 


So, what kind of comments can we 
expect to hear? 


“I just want to. come to the club 
meetings and listen to the 
presentation and see old friends. 1 
really don't care about the 
501(c)(3). I don't want to 

bother with any of this." If that's 
the way you feel, perhaps you 
should skip the club meeting where 
this discussion takes place, or if 
you come, don't vote. 


"I just want to come to the club 
meetings and listen to the. 
presentation and see old friends, I 
really don't care about the 
501(c)(3). But I don't want 

to see anything change, so I'm 
going to vote against it." If you 
really don't care about the 
501(c)(3), why vote against it? 
Why vote for it? Again, abstain if 
you don't have a good reason to 
vote for or against it 


"I might want to be on the board 
someday. Getting a 501(c)(3) will 
probably keep me away wanting to 
run for an office." This is a 
legitimate concern, and probably 
one of the main reasons for 
someone to vote against it. So in 
this case, it requires some thinking 
on your part. Why do you want to 
run for an office? Most people join 
a board because they have a 
genuine interest in making the club 


a better place. The club can still be 
a better place even if we don't get a 
501(c)(3). So you have to decide 
whether or not you want the 
additional responsibility of 
managing the club's activities 

with a little bit more of a fine tooth 
comb, and vote accordingly. The 
board members will be most 
affected; the average club member 
‘won't feel any effect unless he or 
she wants to get involved. "Is it 
going to change the way we do 
things at the meetings?" It 
shouldn't. The changes will be at 
the board level, behind the scenes, 
so to speak. But it might make 
some of the meetings more 
interesting depending on what's 
done with the 501(c)(3). IF we get 
the 501(c\(3), and IF we get people 
that are really interested in taking 
advantage of that status, and IF we 
can actually get some nice 
donations or grants, the club can 
go off into directions it's 

never been before. If we get the 
501(c)(3) and there's no one in the 
club that wants to put in some 
hours, there will be absolutely no 
difference to the way things are 
currently done 


So, that's about it. I know | didn't 
cover every detail or answer every 
question, 1 don't know all the 
answers, because I've personally 
never been part of the process to 
apply for a 501(c)(3), But I would 
like to introduce some discussion at 
the next club meeting in May, just 
to get a feel for the way club 
members think. Then at the June 
meeting, I'd like to take a vote 

‘on whether or not the club should 
proceed. The vote would likely ask 


that the board be directed to start 
the application process, getting all 
necessary paperwork in order, 
proposing changes to the bylaws 
and articles, and requiring the 
board to prepare for a bylaws and 
articles review at the annual 
meeting in October which includes 
the changes necessary to go with 
the 501(c)(3). Since the IRS 
application required the bylaws and 
articles along with the $465 fee, the 
board wouldn't spend the $465 
until the bylaws and articles were 
approved, At that time, the green 
light would be given. It's time to 
talk.

Word from NASA this week is that 
shuttle mission STS-83--cut short 
in early April because of a fuel cell 
problem aboard the spacecraft—-will 
be reflown in July with the Shuttle 
Amateur Radio EXperiment-- 
SAREX--aboard, The new mission 
will be dubbed STS-94. The space 
shuttle Columbia __ prematurely 
returned to Earth April 8 without 
making any of the scheduled QSOs 
with 18 schools in the US, the 
People's Republic of China, and 
Japan. Sixteen schools want to 
arrange new schedules for the July 
mission, which will again carry 

the microgravity science lab, Three 
hams were aboard STS-83; Jim 
Halsell, KCSRNI, the mission 
commander, Janice Voss, 
KCSBTK; and Donald Thomas, 
KCSFVF.
